By 
March, 1942, after much com- 
posing amd joint concert giving, 
he and Pears were back in Lon- 
don. Britten was anxious to 
help the common cause, if he 
could, through music. 


But no fighting, no khaki for 
him. He was firm about that. 
His first appearance before a 
C.O. tribunal did not prosper; but 
in August, 1942, an appeal board 
at Ebury House, Victoria, granted 
him unconditional exemption 
from armed service (a rare 
thing) because of the importance 
to the nation of his music- 
making. 


Since 1942 Britten has re- 
nounced none of his pacifist 
principles. But nine years bring a 
difference of ‘emphasis, especially 
if they are years of success. And 
Britten’s success has, in its way, 
been unmatched. 


Son of a Lowestoft dentist who 
left £15,000 and three other 
children, Ben decided at 19 (after 
Gresham’s School and Royal 
College of Music) to carn his 
living with his pen, At first he 
plodded. Peter Grimes cost him 
a full year’s work (the whole of 
1943) and creative pangs 
unimaginable.
